torture and killing. 
He was made to 
win his teachers' applause 
by gallop- 
ing at full 
speed through Moscow's 
crowded 
streets 
and trampling 
help- 
less women and children to death un- 
der his horse's 
iron-sho- d 
hoof3. 
The 
boy was Ivan IV. of Russia, known as 
"Ivan the Terrible." 
Russia 
was least civilized 
of 
all 
European lands. 
Its early history was 
one of needless bloodshed and merci- 
less conquest. 
The rulers were called 
grand dukes, until Ivan the Terrible 
became the first czar. 
He took the 
title of "czar" because that was 
the 
Russian form of "Caesar," a title 
ap- 
plied to Rome's emperors. 
("Kaiser" 
is another form of the same word.) 
Ivan mounted the throne in 1333, at 
his father's death. 
He was but four 
years old at the time and was for the 
next ten years wholly in the power of 
brutal 
nobles 
who 
ruled 
the 
court. 
Then when he was fourteen a political 
clique made up of his relatives came 
into power 
and 
proceeded 
to teach 
him to be more a fiend than a human 
being. 
When Ivan was seventeen he 
had a vision, or trance, in which he 
believed an angel warned him to lead-- 
better 
life. 
He 
obeyed 
more 
through fear and 
superstition 
than 
from religious zeal. 
For the next 13 years Ivan was a 
model ruler. 
He did much for his peo- 
ple, was gentle and wise, and gave 
promise 
of an 
Ideal 
career. 
The 
noblest influence In all his life was his 
lovely wife, Anastasia. 
He loved her 
and was guided by her advice. In 1560 
came the change that made him an 
object of dread. 
In that year Anastasia died. 
Ivan 
fell dangerously 
ill 
through 
grief. 
When at length he was well again his 
whole nature had changed. 
It is prob- - 
able sorrow and illness had affected 
his brain. 
In any case he rose from 
his 6ick bed more like a wild beast 
than a man. 
He was filled with fear, 
of fancied conspiracies. To crush these 
imaginary 
plots he slew numbers 
of 
noblemen, along with their entire fam- 
ilies. 
He devised tortures too repul- 
sive to be named. 
Among th 
mildest 
of these was the turning loose of wild 
dogs and bears among throngs of Inno- 
cent people. 
The city of Novgorod incurred 
his 
displeasure. 
He marched 
against 
It 
w ith an army and massacred 60,000 of 
its inhabitants. 
He had the prisoners 
herded in an inclosure and slew them 
with his own hand as long as he could 
strike a blow. 
Then he ordered 
his 
fierce troops to continue the slaughter 
on thorn. 
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this country 
and expressed the 
de- 
sire that soon further improvements

AVIATION. 


Perfection of the Motor and the Educa- 
tion of the Bird Man. 
What seems to have been overlooked 
In discussing 
the development 
of thr 
aeroplane is the "education 
of the avia- 
tor himself. 
At first mini did not kuw 
what could be done Avith his ne.v toy 
I remember distinctly, only so far back 
as 11)10 at Behnont park, the aviators 
would 
look 
up at the tiig 
over 'the 
bangurs 
ai:d if they 
were stirred 
by 
more than a breath of wind they 
re- 
fused 
to take the air. 
Nowadays 
a 
flier must be poor In.leed if he taanot 
manage to handle 
his 
machine 
in 
a 
thirty mile wind, while a good many 
flights have been made in winds 
hav-.in- g 
a velocity of a mile a minute or 
greater. 
The remarkable advance of aviation, 
therefore, is really due not so much to 
the development of the aeroplane Itself, 
either mechanically 
or aerodynamical 
ly. as to the perfection 
of the motor 
and the education of the aviator. 
There 
Is no question 
but what an aviator of 
today could take one of the machines 
made in 1908 and do "stunts" 
which 
were not thought possible at the time 
the machine was constructed. 
Aviators have learned more about the 
Invisible air currents and the possibili- 
ties of their machines 
and 
have 
be- 
come more and more daring as time 
went 
on. 
Furthermore, as soon 
a3 
competition appeared and one aviator 
was placed against another each one 
was 
goaded 
on to take greater 
and 
greater risks. 
This process developed 
the exhibition bird man as you see him 
today. 
He is a flier who will navigate 
in any wind and will arise from and 
alight upon almost any field. 
And the remarkable part of it all 
is that the accidents are so few in view 
of the large number of men flying and 
the enormous distances covered. 
The 
death roll is so much discussed largely 
because upon the addition of every new 
martyr the newspapers 
republish 
the 
entire list. 
If thla were done In the 
case of railroad accidents or accidents 
at sea the papers would have to issue 
large extra editions upon the occasion 
of each fatality
